Taxpayer's Dollar, a publication of the Chamber of 


Commerce of the United States, recently had this to say:

Good Value 


According to reports made to the Department of Agri- 


culture by the federally inspected meat packers, a very recent 
week witnessed the.largest national weekly meat production 
in 10 years. Cattle slaughter was 23 per cent above'the same 
Week of 1951, and hog slaughter was up four per cent. 
Fifty-two per cent 'more calves were dressed than was the 
case a year before, along with 41 per cent more sheep and 
lambs. 


At about the same time; the bulk of all beef produced 


by the packers was selling at around 20 cents a pound below 
the wholesale ceilings. And the wholesale value of all grades 
of beef, from utility to prime, was well below the level of the 
comparable period in the preceding year. 


This is good news for the consumer, who naturally wants 


to get as much for his meat dollar as he can. It is also an 
excellent example of how the law of supply and demand 
works. Due to the inexorable laws of nature, more meat is 
marketed by the producers at certain seasons of the year 
than in other seasons. When the supply is large, the price 
naturally tends to decline. When the supply becomes smaller, 
and the demand remains steady or grows, the price naturally 
tends to increase. The value of any commodity, in large part, 
is determined by how much there is of it—and how much of 
it the ultimate consumer wants to buy and use. 


That has been true ever since the free market in goods 


began—and it will be true so long as the free market exists. 
The current supply and demand situation will largely de- 
termine whether the price goes up or down. Either way, it 
will be a fair price—competition among producers and dis- 
tributors sees to that. The free market always provides 
good value—and, of the greatest importance, it encourages 
the maximum production of goods and services. 


HE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Surgery Gives Good Chance 
Of Lasting Rupture Cure 


A rupture, or hernia, is caused 


by some of the soft tissues of the 
body bulging through the wall or 
covering which is supposed to keep 
them in place. It is most common 
in the groin. 


Most hernias occur through weak 


places which nature has not built 
any too well. A rupture also can 
develop through the scar of an 
old operation or place which has 
been weakened by injury. 


Most ruptures appear for the 


first time after some strain, such 
as lifting something heavy. This 
does not mean that the weak spot 
was not there before, but the strain 
causes the abdominal muscle to 
tighten. This raises the pressure 
inside the abdominal cavity, the 
contents of which push through at 
the weak point. 


One method of treatment In to 


try to keep the contents in place 
and support the weakened wall by 
means of a support or {hiss.* This 
is fairly satisfactory for some 
people, especially elderly people 
and those who do not have to en* 
gage in heavy exertion. The value 
of a trust or support also depends 
to a large extent on where the rup- 
ture la located, as well as i(a size. 


With modern methods or sur- 


gery, it is possible in mo.it cases to 
put the toft UMUM, auca as tb« 


intestines, back where they belong 
and to repair the wall so strongly 
that they are kept in place per- 
manently. 


Constant improvement in sur- 


gical m e t h o d s has made the 
chances for permanent cure better 
and better. 
The likelihood of a 


recurrence is thus much less than 
it used to be. 


SCAB TISSUE FORMED 


Mr. M. has recently asked about 


the injection treatment for hernia. 
The purpose of this method is to 
irritate the tissues surrounding the 
hernia so that a thick scar- will 
form at the point where the hernia 
is bulging. The presence of this 
scar is supposed to force the con« 
tents of the hernial sac back where 
they belong. 


A good deal was written on this 


form of treatment several years 
back, but as a rule it requires sev- 
eral treatments and the scar tissue 
does not always do what It is sup- 
posed to do. For such reasons 
comparatively few physcians are 
now using injection treatments for 
hernia, and it seems that surgery 
i« usually to be preferred.

MOBY ON BRIDGE 


Refuse First Trick and Win This Hand 


Monday is bridge lesson day, and 


as usual I will discuss bidding ac- 
cording to the point-count method 
so that beginners and average play- 
ers can see how the experts bid. 
Just in case you're not familiar 
with the point-count, here it is: 
count 4 points for each ace in your 
hand: 3 for each king; 2 for each 
queen; 1 for each jack. 


There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and your partner usually need 
26 points to make a game; 33 
points for a small slam; 37 for a 
grand slam. 


In today's hand, South has a 


count of 10 points, which is enough 
for a free response after East has 
bid one heart. Ordinarily a free 
response shows a good five-card 
suit, but South cannot quite afford 
to wait for the perfect book re- 
quirements. 


North has a count of 16 points 


in high cards, and. 2 points for the 
singleton. He has excellent sup- 
port for spades, especially since he 
assumes that South has a good 
five-card suit. 
Soufh's free bid 


shows at least 8 points, and North 
has about 18 points. 


North can afford to jump to 


three spades, inviting South to 
proceed on to game if his previous 
bid was sound. South gladly ac- 
cepts the invitation. 


How do you proceed from a 


heart opening lead? You win the 
first trick with the ace of hearts, 
draw four rounds of trumps, and 
knock out the ace of diamonds.

Obviously it is no good to draw 


all of the trumps. Let's try again. 
You win the first trick with the 
ace of hearts and draw only two 
rounds of trumps. 
Now you try 


to knock out the ace of diamonds. 
East waits until the second round 
of diamonds to take his- ace -and 
then leads a heart to make dummy 
trump. 
How do you get out of 


dummy now? This method won't 
work either. 


•Maybe you can find a compli- 


cated way to make this hand, but 
there is a very easy way. Just 
refuse to take the first trick with 
your ace of hearts. 


What can East do next? If he 


leads trumps, you eta afford to 
drarv all four round* of trumps 
since you still have your ace of 
hearts to stop that suit. You call 
then knock out the ace of dia- 
monds and will safely make four 
trumps, a heart, a club, and fouz 
diamonds. 


If East leads a heart at the sec* 


ond trick, you can ruff with dum- 
my's low trump, cash the king'and 
queen of spades, and get to your 
hand by leading a low diamond 
from dummy. 
This will enable 


you to draw the rest of the trumps 
and force out the ace of diamonds 
while you still have control of all 
suits. .

Each pupil pays a tui- 
tion and scholarships have been 
promised in cases where the par- 
ents are not able to pay the tuition. 


The group now has members 


from Dixonv Polo, Milledgeville, 
Mt. Morris, Sterling, Oregon, Ro- 
chelle, Amboy and Ohio.

We have received a report that "foul's unlimited" the ex- 


periment which allows a player to remain In the game after 
he has committed five fouls, has failed In Illinois. 
THE RULE was tried out in several holiday tournaments and most 


observers soundly condemned it. 


CRITICISM received at the office of M. F. Sprunger, executive sec- 


retary of the Illinois High School Association, included: 


1. The rule encouraged fouling and rough play. (Like the 77 fouls 


called in one game at the Mt. Morris tournament.) 


2. Fewer boys had an opportunity to participate! because regulars 


never were forced to the bench. (Some players committed as many as 
10 fouls in a game.) 


3. Without the present disqualification rule, the game would become 


disorderly and ragged and while stars could remain in the game under 
the trial rule, high scoring players could be fouled with impunity on 
every shot. 


The, few coaches who favored the unlimited rule pointed out 


that players should not he permanently disqualified for act* In- 
cidental to the game itself and that the ticket-buying public 
wan entitled to so.e a Mar in action for the entire game. (Here, 
I say, that nny player who 1* continually found Kullty of too much 
fouling, is not a star. A star play* the game according to the 
rules and piny* It better tharuthe others. He doesn't make the 
rules to fit hta style of play. If he did, can you Imagine how 
many different sets of rules we would have? And everyone could 
he a star under those circumstance*). 
SPRUNGER SAID statistics did not support the critics wholly. In 


the 181 games in which the rule was tested, an average of 38.6 personal 
fouls were committed. This compares almost exactly with the 39.4 
average foul total for all games in the 1952 state championship •tries. 


Also, Sprunger pointed out, in the 181 games, 512 players, 


an average ot 2.96 committed five or more personal fouls, com- 
pared with 2.47 disqualified in the 1952 tournaments. In test 
games, 284 players (1.64 per game) made exactly five fouls. Six 
fouls were committed by 137 players (.08 per game); 48 (0.28) 
committed seven fouls ; 2ft (.017) committed eight; 12 (0.07) ; 
fouled nine times; and 14 (0.08) were whistled at 10 or more 
times. 
SPRUNGER SUGGESTED, however, that "oil and water," facts 


and figures don't mix. 


"At this point, those who play, coach, officiate and watch 


high school baskcthaU games don't seem to want any part of It 
the ne,\v rule." 
RESULTS OF THE test will be submitted to the National Basketball 


Committee, but Sprunger said the IHSA'n experimint "was In no way 
an attempt to get such a rule written into th« book."

his election certainly has been at 
a minimum. President Truman did 
throw the word "demagoguery" at 
him. And his fellow Republican, 
Sen. Taft, called his appointment 
of Labor Secretary .Durkin "in- 
credible." 


But Truman tried to make the 


change-over smooth for the Eisen- 
hower administration and urged 
the nation to support the new Pres- 
ident. And Taft calmed down after 
his one outburst and didn't try to 
block the Durkin appointment. 


As a highly successful military 


commander he never was the tar- 
jet for much adverse comment. 
And the slamming he took from 
the Democrats in the presidential 
campaign can be shrugged off as 
pre-election political oratory, par- 
ticularly since he dished some of 
it out himself. 


And in the campaign he wasn't 


beng criticized for what he had 
done, really, but mostly on what 


he promised to do. So he wasn'J 
being judged on past performance. 


But when he begins to get a 


pasting in the White House it will' 
be for what he does as president, 
or doesn't do. 


His trials and tribulations may 


not begin for some weeks, or even 
months, until he has sent his pro- 
grams to Congress and has had a 
chance to see what's going to hap- 
pen to them. 


A president can operate in one 


of three main ways with Congress, 
which is full of strong-willed men 
who are also politicians: surren- 
der, compromise, or stand stiff and 
unyielding. He'll be a failure if he 
does the first and a failure if he 
always tried the third. 


Like any other president who 


wants to get things done, Eisen- 
hower will have to make compro- 
mises. His skill will show up in 
the final result.

Mossadegh's Supporters 
Beat Off Power Challene 


TEHRAN, Iran W»—Supporters of 


Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
today beat back a challenge by 
Iran's chief religious leader which 
threatened to split the country's 
dominant nationalist faction wide 
apart and bring down the govern- 
ment. 


Bowing to repeated appeals and 


warnings, Mullah priest Ayatullah 
Seyed Kashani withdrew his ban 
on debate by the Majlis—parlia 
ment's lower house—of a bill to ex- 
tend, for another year, the pre- 
mier's near-dictator powers to gov- 
ern by decree. 


Mossadegh's triumph left unre- 


solved the rivalry between the two 
old men for control of the govern- 
ment. 


Polish Reds 
Charge U. S: 
With Spying 


WARSAW, Poland—(to—Poland's 
o m m u n i « t government has 


charged the United States with 
• 'aggressive spying" 
activities 


against Poland and with working 
out a "volcano plan" to destroy 
the Polish nation in the event of 
war. 


A government not* delivered to 


the American Embassy here last 
Friday and published in the press 
yesterday said the U. S. govern- 
ment was trying to "deprive Po- 
land of its independent existence 
and to subordinate it to the in- 
terests of the American monopo- 
lies." 


In Washington last night the 


State Department said the Polish 
note had not been received and 
had no comment. 


The old Mullah, who is speaker 


in absentia of the Majlis and whose 
support has been a mainstay of th 
Mossadegh regime wrote the Maj 
lis executive board today that h 
still insists the bill extending th 
premier's power is unconstitutiona 
but "do as you like." 


On receiving Kashani "s go ahead 


the Majlis settled back for more 
speeches. Kashani's b r o a d c a s 
statement said his earlier letter to 
the Majlis was "a simple lega 
warning purely aimed at preserv 
ing the constitution" but "some 
ignorant, ill-informed people" hac 
misinterpreted it as a quarrel be 
tween him and the premier. 


The split in the government coali- 


tion which has dominated Iran for 
almost two years came as the 
latest round of negotiations on the 
British-Iranian oil dispute reached 
another critcal stage. In lengthy 
conferences last week between U.S. 
Ambassador Loy Henderson and 
Mossadegh, new secret American 
proposals for a settlement were 
made. The premier's aides boldly 
predicted that final agreement was 
near.

women, who have had the case 
since 2:23 p.m. Thursday, have 
spent more than 30 hours in actual 
deliberations, noc counting time for 
meals and rest. 


Eleven top Communist leaders 


were convicted her« three years 
ago by a Federal Court jury which 
pondered its, verdict only seven 
hours. 


The 13 current defendants and 


those convicted previously all were 
tried on the same charge under 
the Smith Act—conspiracy to teach 
and advocate violent overthrow of 
the U. S. government. 


Conviction carries a possible 


maximum penalty for each de- 
fendant of five years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine.
